It is not that way in 
New Orleans, or in St. Augustine 
either. Why destroy the old, 
historic, beautiful names? Re-| 
placing them with the most or- 
dinary names inaginable? Ig I 
still lived in West Palm Beach 
I'd start a move to have Ban- 
yan, and Rosemary and Sap- 
podilla, and similar, back again: 
Phoo-o-eey to “first street.”

In dull light a bulb is ab- 
solutely essential These cam-| 
eras no longer are expensive 
and every fisherman will do 
well to buy one, plus a case or 
two of flash bulbs,—and then 
watch the surprising results.
